SPOKANE, July 29.—A new series 
of forest fires is eating its way into 
thotsands of acres of valuable white 
pihé timber in three counties in 
astern Washington according to re- 
port from the stricken districts late 
this afternoon. A call for fire fight- 
ers was issued and help from the 
north western part of the state is 
being rushed to the scene of the 
conflagration. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 29.—Declar- 
ing the forest fire situation is still 
very acute and that fire conditions 
are becoming more _ scrious day by 
day, United States District Forester 
H. G. Reddingion announced today 
that addtftional soldiers have been 


called out to assist in forest patrol 
.werk. 


“While there has been a decrease 


in the number of forest fires during! 


the past ten days, this must not be 
taken ‘by the public as an indication 
that all is well,” said Reddington. 
“The situation is. still 
and fire conditions 
more serious day by day. Due to 
the hot weather and drying winds 
there are still two months ahead of 
us during which time every state and
